Former magistrate somehow avoids jail on child abuse images charge 

A TRAVESTY 
OF JUSTICE 


A PAEDOPHILE teacher from 
Essex has avoided jail after being 
convicted of downloading the 
most severe category of child 
abuse images. 

Vincent Copeland, 61, a former 
teacher at Thorpe Bay School, 
now called Futures College, was 
charged with the offences on May 
28 relating to images ranging 
from category A to C. 

The former magistrate pleaded 
guilty to three counts of possess¬ 
ing the images at Ipswich Crown 
Court on Thursday, September 9. 

At a previous hearing the court 
heard how Copeland had posed as 
a 14-year-old on an online chat 
forum. He had also met up with 
another paedophile. Once arrest¬ 
ed, police found images of chil¬ 
dren as young as ten. 

The court heard that Copeland, 
of Leigh Road, Southend, had a

history of working with children Thomas More High School, 
in a range of roles throughout Westcliff, and Our Lady of 
Essex. Lourdes Primary School, Leigh - 

He served as a governor at St in addition to having sat on 


Southend Council’s children and 
lifelong learning scrutiny com¬ 
mittee. 

Investigating officer DC Tony 
Miller said: “This case was 
extremely concerning as not only 
did Copeland admit to accessing 
indecent images of children for 
years - he occupied positions of 
public trust, serving as both a 
magistrate and a school governor, 
and was heavily involved with his 
local church. 

“Although there is no evidence 
that Copeland carried out contact 
sexual abuse, we have worked 
closely with Southend Council 
and the schools and church he was 
involved with to ensure they have 
been kept fully up to date with the 
progress of the investigation.

Child abuse charity founder slams sentence as too lenient

THE FOUNDER of one of Britain’s biggest 
child abuse charities has criticised the 
“lenient” sentence given to Vincent Copeland. 

Peter Saunders, founder of the National 
Association of People Abused in Childhood 
(NAPAC), described the sentence as “bizarre”. 

Copeland pleaded guilty to possessing 
Category A, B and C images. 

Government sentencing guidelines state that 
the maximum term for accessing Category A 
images - defined as images which either 


depict penetrative sexual acts with children or 
sadistic or bestial acts with children - is three 
years in prison. 

Sentencing guidelines state that the former 
teacher, school governor and magistrate’s 
attempt to destroy evidence should have aggra¬ 
vated his sentence, as should his abuse of trust. 

He received a three-year community order. 

Mr Saunders, who sits on the National Child 
Abuse Inquiry’s victims’ and survivors’ panel, 
said: “It’s beyond bizarre. Hearing about this 
man receiving a community punishment - it 
makes me want to vomit. 

“What that man needed, and what the local 
community needed, was a clear message that 
what he did was totally and utterly unaccept¬ 


able and deplorable and wrong. 

“To access images of children being raped and 
abused is akin to paying someone to do it. And in 
his position, it should attract an even more severe 
penalty than the ordinary man in the street, 
because he has a position of power and trust. 

“Sentences such as this send out a very bad 
message to others that they can get away with it.” 

Mr Saunders had planned to appeal against 
the “undue leniency” of the sentence. 

He said: “I absolutely will run it past our 
chief executive. And I would support anybody 
else who considered doing it as well.”

WORK has begun on 
a new £150m business 
park in Southend, with 
the first phase of 
major infrastructure 
projects creating 
access via a new 
roundabout off of 
Cherry Orchard Way. 

The development 
site, located to the 
north-west corner of 
Southend Airport, has 
already seen outline 


planning consent 
granted for 1 million 
square feet of 
‘advanced technolo¬ 
gy’ business space, a 
new Anglia Ruskin 
University Medical 
Technology campus, 
an innovation centre 
and a hotel. 

The first section of 
the business park’s 
main ‘spine road’ will 
be built, along with 


utility and drainage 
works, while land¬ 
scaping and the devel¬ 
opment of a sub-sta¬ 
tion will be completed 
by spring 2017. 

Work to create 10 
new rugby pitches as 
part of the relocation 
of Westcliff Rugby 
Club (WRFC) is also 
underway. The new 
pitches are set to be 
available to WRFC in 


time for the 2017/18 
season. 

Cllr John Lamb, 
leader of Southend 
Council, said: “This 
project is strategically 
important for both 
Southend and the 
Rochford district, and 
will bring in signifi¬ 
cant public and private 
sector investment and 
generate thousands of 
new jobs.” 


Cllr Terry Cutmore, 
leader of Rochford 
Council, added: 
“These infrastructure 
works form the first 
phase of a project 
which will ensure that 
Rochford District and 
Southend-on-Sea 
become renowned as a 
leading regional cen¬ 
tre for the science, 
medical and technolo¬ 
gy sectors.” 



Clean-up campaign 
targets Southchurch 


RESIDENTS are calling for ponds 
to be cleaned up at gardens in 
Southchurch. 

A petition containing around 400 
names has been collected by Mau¬ 
reen Stanton, 75, who said that 
some of the ponds in Southchurch 
Hall Gardens are “covered in 
weeds”. 

The Park Lane resident, who has 
lived there for 50 years, added that 
she had never seen the park’s 
ponds in such a state. 

She said: “It is a beautiful place 
when it is clean, but the ponds are 
still very bad and it is not nice for 
children. 

“I am concerned that children 
will run from the path straight into 
one of the ponds without knowing 
that they are there.” 

The park surrounds medieval 
manor house Southchurch Hall. 

A Southend Council spokesman 
said: “The water features at 
Southchurch Hall are part of the 
scheduled monument and moated 
manor house. 

“Unfortunately, any major work 
such as dredging the water would 
require scheduled monument con¬ 
sent and the attendance of an 
archaeologist. 

“This is not possible within cur¬ 
rent resources. Because of this, we

Jailed over 1kg 
cocaine seizure 


THREE men have been jailed after a kilogram of 
cocaine was seized in a drugs raid in Westcliff. 

They were arrested and charged with drugs 
offences after police executed a warrant at an 
address in The Leas on Friday, July 15. 

All three pleaded guilty and were sentenced at 
Basildon Crown Court on Thursday, September 
8 . 

Ricky Lawrence, 39, of Harrier Close, 
Shoeburyness, was jailed for five years for sup¬ 
plying Class A drugs and 18 months for money 
laundering. The sentences will run concurrently. 

Scott Stillaway, 26, of The Leas, Westcliff, was 
jailed for 15 months for permitting his premises 
to be used for drugs and nine months, to run con¬ 
currently, for possession of Class A drugs. 

The judge activated a nine-month suspended 


sentence from a previous offence to run consec¬ 
utively. Suri Sula, 26, of Whitton Dene, 
Hounslow, west London, was jailed for three 
years and four months for possession with intent 
to supply Class A drugs. 

DI Ed Mayo, of the serious and organised 
crime unit, said: “Drugs are the scourge of our 
society and those that deal them target the most 
vulnerable people. This sentencing has taken 
drug dealers off the streets of Essex, protecting 
residents and keeping people safe from harm. 

“Drugs cause misery to the communities and 
individuals affected by them, and Essex Police 
takes the issue very seriously. 

“These sentences show we will not tolerate 
drug dealing and we are determined to bring any¬ 
one involved in it to justice.”

members of our communities - not least our 
children - from serious harm, and that remains 
our priority.” 

Copeland had come to the attention of the 
Child Exploitation and Online Protection Cen¬ 
tre (CEOP) when he changed his internet ser¬ 
vice provider and transferred indecent images 
between his old and new email accounts. 

CEOP referred the case to Essex Police’s 
online investigation team, which obtained a 
warrant on the same day - November 19, 2015 
- and arrested him. 

An Essex Police spokesman said: “Copeland, 
realising his internet service provider had 
raised the alarm, destroyed his laptop. 

“However, when he was arrested Copeland 
made full admissions to officers that he had 
been using the internet for several years to look 
at indecent images of children.” 

Copeland was ordered to comply with a 
three-year community order. 

He was also ordered to pay £428 court costs 
and a statutory £60 victim surcharge. 

Essex Police would not release his mugshot 
because its policy is only to release images of 
offenders jailed for more than one year.

T HIS Saturday, September

BRIDGET JONES’S BABY 
(15,123 mins) 


A S creative pregnan¬ 
cies go, Bridget 
Jones’s Baby has 
taken longer than most to 
come full-term. 

It’s been 12 years since 
Renee Zellweger adopted a 
near-flawless English accent 
to portray the hapless sin¬ 
gleton in Bridget Jones: The 
Edge Of Reason. 

In the interim, writer Helen 
Fielding has delivered a 
third novel, Bridget 
Jones: Mad About The 
Boy, but it’s her series 
of newspaper columns 
from more than a 
decade ago that fer¬ 
tilises this haphaz¬ 
ard, yet joyful stum¬ 
ble into motherhood. 

The third film throws a 
warm, affectionate and fre¬ 
quently hilarious baby 
shower for characters we’ve 
grown to love and proves 
that Bridget may have (final¬ 
ly) dieted down to her target 
dress size, but she’s no 
closer to achieving her 
Happy Ever After. 

Director Sharon Maguire, 
who helmed Bridget Jones’s 
Diary, and her ducky trio of 
screenwriters, which includes 
co-star Emma Thompson, 
are in a celebratory mood. 
They bookmark the hero-

ine’s trials and vacillations boss 
with nostalgic flashbacks to 
earlier films reminding us of 
Bridget’s infuriating obses¬ 
sions and her fitful romantic 
dalliances with Colin Firth 
and Hugh Grant’s para¬ 
mours. 

“I’m trying not to think I’m 
past my sexual sell-by 
date,” laments Bridget, as 
she careens at high speed 
towards her 43rd birthday 
without a wedding ring on 
her finger. 

She works as a producer 
at Hard News alongside old

Richard Finch (Neil 
Pearson) and newscaster 
pal Miranda (Sarah 
Solemani), who suggests a 
hedonistic girls-only week¬ 
end at a music festival. 

The gal pals descend on a 
muddy field, which Miranda 
pithily describes as “Sodom 
and Gomorrah... with tofu”. 

A late-night blunder into 
the wrong yurt leads to a 
spontaneous coupling with 
a handsome American love 
guru called Jack Quant 
(Patrick Dempsey). 

A few days later, Bridget is 


powerless to resist the silky 
charms of old flame Mark 
Darcy (Firth), who is sepa¬ 
rating from his wife. 

A pregnancy test at work 
confirms that Bridget is about 
to gain weight. If only she 
knew who was the father. 

Bridget Jones’s Baby 
opens with a blast of the 
heroine’s preferred anthem 
of self-pity - All By Myself - 
before a choice expletive 
kicks her out of a fug and 
the plot into first gear. 
Zellweger slips back into 
the title role with ease, ooz¬ 
ing lovability, fragility and 
regret as she wonders 
how to broach the sub¬ 
ject of paternity with her 
two suitors. 

Dempsey and Firth are 
attractive rivals for 
Bridget’s brittle affections 
and the script keeps us 
guessing as long as possible 
about the course of true love. 

Set-pieces including a tus¬ 
sle with a revolving door are 
genuinely hysterical and 
Thompson nabs several of 
the best lines as Bridget’s 
despairing obstetrician, 
including a zinging one-liner 
that advises expectant 
fathers against witnessing 
the miracle of birth firsthand. 

Ignorance, like Maguire’s 
rumbustious film, is bliss.

Auction House is also reporting that entries 
for its April auctions are at a similar level to 
last year, but that viewer activity has 
dropped back - something the group puts 
down to buyer hesitancy as the Stamp Duty 
rise and the upcoming Brexit vote take hold. 
Andrew Stallard explained: “I believe that 
the auction market will quickly find the new 
norm, with investor buyers factoring in the 
new rates of Stamp Duty. 

There is still a real 
shortage of housing 
stock in the UK, and 
population numbers are 
rising. Rents are 
a ' 'F pushing up too and first 
time buyer numbers are 
increasing aided by the 
VI many favourable 

government initiatives. 
However, the bigger 


influence for buyer sentiment during the 
second quarter this year will no doubt be the 
debate over Brexit”. 

“The property market never likes uncertainty 
- and the reduced demand means that more 
bargains could be found around the country 
in our auctions during April, May & early 
June. Our view is that the time is right for 
prudent investors to dip in rather than duck 
out.” 

Andrew Stallard says that the other change 
Auction House is witnessing is the growing 
number of 1st time & family buyers 
purchasing for owner occupation. He added: 
“This group now has a competitive 
advantage over those buying for 
improvement or investment. With auctions 
being increasingly seen as the route to a 
quick and certain purchase, we will be 
extending our services to help many more of 
them to switch from renting to home 
ownership.”

Citroen’s new vision of exec hatches

A FUTURISTIC take on executive motoring 
will be revealed by Citroen at its home 
motor show in Paris at the end of 
September. 

The CXPERIENCE concept car is a plug¬ 
in hybrid which makes the most out of the 
latest technology inside and out. 

It marks the debut of what Citroen is call¬ 
ing its Advanced Comfort programme 
which is designed to filter out almost all 
external noise and road undulations for a 
serene drive. 

The concept car will be revealed on 
September 29 at the start of the Paris 
Motor Show - Europe’s top motoring event 
in 2016. 

At 4.85 metres in length and two metres 
wide the CXPERIENCE is longer but nar¬ 
rower than the likes of a BMW 3 Series yet 
with a low roof line, short front and rear 
overhangs and a wheelbase of three 
metres it looks stylish and purposeful. 

Its sleek design makes the most out of 
the windows which include concave glass 
in the tailgate to help aerodynamics. 

While much of the vehicle is pure con¬ 
cept, such as the vertical lift rear doors, 
the nose gives a clue to the next genera¬ 
tion Citroens with a narrow grille and dou¬ 
ble layered LED headlamps. 

The tail lamps are also high-tech and use 


laser fibre optics. Other innovations include 
cooling flaps in the front apron which open 
and close at speed to minimise drag and a 
moveable fin mounted on the tailgate. 

More tangible features are Citroen’s first 
petrol-electric plug-in hybrid powertrain 
and advanced connectivity. 

Starting the car, controlling the air condi¬ 
tioning or adjusting the seats can be done 
from a smartphone or tablet. 

The plug-in set up mates a petrol engine 
with an 80KW electric motor through an 
eight-speed automatic transmission and 
together they produce 300 horsepower. It 


can run for 37.5 miles purely on battery 
power - more zero emission range than 
the current crop of most PHEVs. 

Recharging takes 4.5 hours from a stan¬ 
dard power point - 2.5 hours from a quick 
charger. 

Citroen was the pioneer of smooth run¬ 
ning with its hydropneumatic suspension 
first introduced in the 1950s and the 
CXPERIENCE brings that right up to date 
with a system that ‘cocoons’ the cabin 
from noise and road surfaces. 

Citroen describes it as a hydraulic cush¬ 
ion. Inside, the instrument panel features a 


large 19-inch touchscreen with a split-dis¬ 
play function and while the use of cameras 
in place of the rear view mirrors is still 
some way off the car is fitted with Citroen’s 
ConnectedCAM wide-view dashcam sys¬ 
tem which will be introduced on the new 
C3 later this year. 

Linda Jackson, Citroen chief executive, 
said the concept was part of the compa¬ 
ny’s Be Different, Feel Good goal for its 
future models. “The Citroen CXPERIENCE 
CONCEPT car challenges convention to 
express a new vision of executive hatch¬ 
backs,” she said.

Back to basics for Blues as pressure grows on Brown

SOUTHEND remain in the 
drop zone after completely 
crumbling at high-flying 
Scunthorpe last Saturday. 

After a promising start, the 
Blues had no reply to Paddy 
Madden, Kevin van Veen and 
Josh Morris strikes either side 
of the break, with sub Richie 
Smallwood rubbing salt into the 
Shrimpers’ wounds. 

Boss Phil Brown made one 
change from the battling Bolton 
draw, the previous weekend, 
with Jakub Sokolik stepping in 
for the injured Anton Ferdinand 
(hamstring). 

Against another of the divi¬ 
sion’s pace-setters, the 
Shrimpers took the game to 
their hosts and Adam Barrett 
was denied by Luke Daniels’s 
superb third minute save after 
Harry Kyprianou’s lofted pass 
enabled John White to cross. 

Despite averaging two goals a 
game, Scunthorpe found 
Southend a tough nut to crack 
early on, with Barrett dominant. 

But having seconds before¬ 
hand gone close, Duane Holmes 
brought the best out of Ted 
Smith, with an 18th minute 
angled drive. 

David Mooney should have 
netted on 30 minutes, but being 
favourite to beat Daniels to a 
poor back pass, he slipped and 


in a split second the chance was 
gone. 

Southend kept up the pressure 
with Simon Cox going closest 
on 35 minutes, with Scunthorpe 
needing a desperate last-ditch 
Murray Wallace block. 

But a minute later - and 
against the run of play - 
Madden opened the scoring 
with a scorching drive after the 
visitors were unable to cut out 
the lively Holmes’s cross. 

Strike partner Van Veen dou¬ 
bled the Iron’s lead five minutes 
from the break, ending a fine 
move with dangerman Holmes’s 
trickery carving out an almost 
identical chance down the 
Southend left, allowing the 
Dutchman to fire under a help¬ 
less Smith. 

Southend were now on the 
ropes and full-back Scott 
Wiseman tried his luck in stop¬ 
page time and a confident deep 
cross beat the now shell¬ 
shocked Smith, but fortunately 
for the Shrimpers the ball hit the 
top of the bar. 

In a bid to salvage something 
from an increasingly lost cause, 
Brown made a triple substitu¬ 
tion at the interval, with Ben 
Coker, Stephen McLaughlin 
and Jermaine McGlashan on for 
Kyprianou, Jakub Sokolik and 
Adam King, walking a discipli¬ 
nary tightrope after receiving a 
yellow card for a foul, respec¬ 
tively. 

Despite Southend at least 
starting the second period on 
the front foot, with McLaughlin 
going close, an unchallenged 


Morris was able to pick his spot 
and fire home from 25 yards on 
57 minutes - game over. 

Not satisfied with a now unas¬ 
sailable lead, the Iron continued 
to pummel the Blues goal, with 
Holmes and Madden going 
close, before Smallwood - on 
for Madden - blasted home two 
minutes from time, to leave a 
frustrated Brown admitting: 
“This job is my biggest chal¬ 
lenge - but I’m up for the fight 

“I apologise - absolutely, one 
hundred percent to the fans. 
Performance-wise it wasn’t 
acceptable. 

“We needed a foothold in the 
game but it was backs to the 
wall when we had gone one 
then two-nil down. But the third 
and fourth goals were unaccept¬ 
able.” 

He claimed: “One of two out 
of our eleven didn’t care today. 

“That will be rooted out this 
week. But our work rate wasn’t 
enough - that was the differ¬ 
ence between the two teams. 

“To come here and lay down - 
as a group though - wasn’t 
acceptable.” 

Brown concluded: “We need 
to galvanise this group, as I 
need to work with the players 
I’ve got. We need to get things 
right for Millwall this Saturday 
(kick-off 3pm).” 

Skipper Barrett pulled no 
punches, and admitted: “We 
need to be more ruthless but 
words have been said in the 
dressing room. 

“We need to roll up our 
sleeves and get back to basics - 



as at the moment we’re in a 
position which we don’t want to 
be in. 


“It’s only seven games into the 
season and there are still a lot of 
points to play for and it has 
been a bad start for us. 

“We now need to go and show 
the fans - who have been mag¬ 
nificent - what we can do by 
going out and getting results.” 

Happy Iron boss Graham 
Alexander said: “The players 
were superb today. It was a big 
win for us. 

“We passed the ball really 
well, committed bodies forward 
and scored four goals - it was as 
simple as that.
